in Trevose 
the morning of March 21, was

"I thought I fired only one 
shot.” her statement said. An 
autopsy disclosed that the vic­ 
tim had been shot five times.

riots” and “ goon squads” 
in his wire to Alessandroni and 
offered to name the districts

come. 


Alessandroni said in his re 
turn wire that “ physical vio 
lence or threats 
will 
not 
be 
tolerated and if in any instance 
local law enforcement agencies 
are unable to cope with the sit­ 
uation state police will move 
in.”

across from West Germany in 
a dispute over clearance pro­ 
cedures. 


The Russians brought up m a­ 
chine gun-armed arm ored cars 
to brin in the Americans this 
morning in an incident which 
the 
State 
Department 
h a s 
termed “ quite serious.” West­ 
ern 
officials 
said 
the 
United 
States has protested to Mos­ 
cow over the latest blockade. 
In Washington, Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk said the block­ 
ade “ cannot be permitted.” He 
accused 
the Soviet Union 
of 
‘‘attempting 
to 
unilater a l l y 
change procedures long in use 
on the autobahn. 


In a demonstration of west­ 
ern unity, the French and Brit­ 
ish planned to travel HO miles 
through East Germany to stand 
by the American convoy of 44 
men in 12 vehicles headed for 
Berlin along the autobahn from 
the West. 


Orders Not To Dismount 


Both the British and F’reneh 
onvoys had orders not to dis­ 
mount 
for 
a 
Russian 
head 
count at the Soviet checkpoint 
outside West Berlin. 


The 
American 
convoy 
was 
held up Monday because the 
soldiers refused to leave their 
vehicles to be counted. 


The French convoy of 44 men 
in eight trucks and two jeeps 
left West Berlin for the Russian 
checkpoint at Babclsberg, just 
outside the city. 


As the French convoy moved 
out of the Western Allied check­ 
point on the Berlin border, a 
British convoy of 43 soldiers in 
seven 
trucks 
and 
one 
jeep 
moved up to the Western Allied 
checkpoint. 


The size of all three convoys 
was about the same in men 
and 
vehicles, 
indicating 
that 
the three Western powers were 
putting the Soviets on the spot 
in aiming at a showdown over 
clearance procedures. 


Disagree With Formula 


The Western Allied position is 
that soldiers will dismount in 
any convoy 
where there are 
more than 31 passengers, ex­ 
cluding drivers and assistant 
drivers. Where there are fewer 
than that number of passengers 
the men remain in their vehi­ 
cles.
